portions of the British Empire was that 
they, in effect, in all but foreign poli- 
cies, have become autonomous self-gov- 
erning states, their 
policy, in all but 


foreign affairs, being independent of 
the control of the British government 
and 
in 
many 
respects, 
dissimilar 
from it. 


"It is not true, however, that the 


British Empire can outvote us in the 
League of Nations and therefore con- 
trol the action of the league, because 
in matter, except the admission of new 
members of the League, no action can 
be taken without the concurrence of a 
unanimous vote of the representatives 
of the states which are members of the 
council, so that in all matters of ac- 
tion the affirmative vote of the United 
States is necessary and equivalent to 
the united vote of the representatives 
of the British Empire. 


"The united vote of the British Em- 


pire can not offset or overcome the 
vote of the United States."

We think that the Ameri- 
can people are ven able to judge for 
themselves as between the allegations
